CABBAGE ROQT DISEASE. 


Virginia’e Experience and Advice en 
Methods of Combating Pest. 

In describing the cabbage clubroot 
disease, which has taflicted Injury on 
the cabbage growers of Virgiuia, the 
agricultural experiment station of the 
state says: 

When a field is badly Infected with 
this disease it may appear at the seed- 
ling stage as a dwarfing of the young 
plants, but the felds are not usually 
badiy enough infected the first season 
to manifest the disease until the cab- 
bage is half grown... In districts where 
the disease has just begun to get a 
foothold the grower notices that the 
plants which are being infected show a 
tendency -to wilt on bright sunny days, 
alibough at night they recover and do 
not wilt on the following day unless it 
is agatn bright and warm. Such plants 
may succeed in making enough growth 
to produce a salable cabbage, although 
it ia somewhat undersized and slightly

If acid phosphate 
b applied the same rule would hold. 

Lime will more successfully counter- 
act the club root disease than other 
substances. Apply it at the rate of 100 
bushels or more pert.acre one or two 
years previous to planting the cabbage.

| Former Resident of Canada’s Little 
Known Territory Says It fs Not the 
Bleak Inhospitable Placs So Fre-

Comfortable Living. 


In most articles continual reference 
| was made tu the bleakness of aspect 
which is, generally regarded: as oe 
acteristic of Labrador and also to. the

erally received opinion of Labrador,

| years on that somewhat forbidding

The patient work of the archacolo 
gist enables people of today to form a 
very fair idea of medical science as it 
existed In Nineveh 50 years before 
— birth of Christ, says the New York 
| Sun, Of the 20,009 tablets taken from 
the library of Assurbunipal, the great 
king of Asayria, who conquered Egypt 
and Bablyonia and established his sub- 
jects In the deserted cities of Samaria, 
hundreds deal exclusively with medl- 
cine and gontain numerous pregcrip- 
tions: . 

“If a man has colic make bim stand 
ap and pour over him a decoction of 
| Hypericum and he will recover. 
| “Op make him crouch down on his 
heels and pour cold water over his 
bead.” 

Faith healing seems to be indicated 
in a prescription which runs: “If be is 
in a weak state, minke him bend down, 
| then raise his legs and say, ‘May you 
get quite well.” Strike him also on the 
| bead fourteen times with your thumb,” 
Many prescriptions deal with the 
,cure of a disorder which was very 
} common at Nineveh and which seems 
to have been due to overindulgence in 
food and drink: “When a man is bil- 
fous rub bim with an onion and let 
bim ‘drink nothing but water and ab- 
stain from food altogether.” 

Among the medicines used by the 
physicians of Nineveh were sesame, 
} alive ofl, castor ofl, sirup of dates, 
honey and salt. Fasting and massage 
were frequently ordered.
